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ANMJAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1972 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 

We  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Environmental  Health  of  the  Urban  District 
of  Llandeilo  for  the  Year  1972. 

The  general  public  health  circumstances  of  the  area  were  satisfactory,  there 
being  neither  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  nor  food  poisoning  incidents 
reported.  This  is  not  to  say  that  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred  because 
many  people  do  not  visit  their  doctor  for  mild  illnesses. 

More  education  of  the  public  in  food  hygiene,  particularly  food  handling  in 
the  home,  is  required. 

The  education  of  Pood  Handlers  is  a continuing  process  in  Shops  and 
restaurants,  but  more  serious  attention  should  be  given  to  this  by  the  various 
Managers  to  ensure  that  his  staff,  however  temporary,  are  made  aware  of  the 
dangers  of  unhygienic  practices. 

The  noise  and  pollution  of  heavy  traffic  passing  through  the  narrow  main 
street  increases  yearly,  and  the  proposed  by-pass  will  go  a considerable  way  to 
providing  some  relief  to  the  long  suffering  residents  of  the  town  centre. 

No  Council  house  building  has  taken  place,  but  improvements  to  a number  of 
pre-war  houses  were  commenced. 

The  number  of  improvement  grants  showed  a slight  increase  over  the  previous 
year. 

The  proposed  reorganisation  of  Local  G-overnment  and  the  Health  Services  were 
the  main  items  of  concern  during  1972. 

Numerous  meetings  were  held  and  much  work  was  involved  in  preparing  and 
collating  information  in  readiness  for  April  1974.  There  will  no  doubt  be  quite 
an  upheaval  and  it  could  be  some  time  before  smooth  running  of  all  the  various 
departments  will  be  apparent.  In  the  transitional  period  however,  services  must 
be  maintained. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
for  the  interest  taken  in  the  work  of  the  Department,  and  to  Mr.  I.J.  Thomas,  Clerk 
of  the  Council  and  the  clerical  staff  for  their  help  and  support.

The  water  supply  to  the  Town  was  obtained  fi*on  two  sources,  nanely 
Llandyfan  Spring  and  the  Llandeilo  Rural  District  Council 1 s supply. 

The  Llandyfan  Spring  is  situated  5 miles  fron  the  Town  at  480  ft.  A.O.D. 
and  193  ft.  above  the  highest  point  of  the  Town.  The  supply  is  derived  fron 
a spring  in  the  Linestone  stratum,  with  an  estinated  yield  of  1 .3  million  gallons 
per  day. 

The  supply  fron  this  source  is  conveyed  by  gravitation  to  the  Town  in  5" 
cast-iron  pipes.  The  Llandyfan  main  is  67  years  old. 

The  Llandyfan  supply  is  chlorinated  by  a Wallace  and  Tiernan  Plant  at  Derwydd 

Part  of  the  Llandeilo  Rural  District  is  still  supplied  fron  the  Llandyfan 
source,  and  part  of  the  Urban  District  receives  a supply  fron  the  Rural  District 
nain  to  which  the  Town  nains  are  connected. 

Routine  checks  are  taken  to  determine  the  efficiency  of  the  chlorination 
of  the  supply. 

Discolouration  of  the  Llandyfan  source  occurred  again  during  the  year,  and 
water  was  obtained  fron  the  Llanelli  and  District  Water  Board  for  a short  period.. 
The  discolouration  of  the  water  occurs  after  a,  prolonged  period  of  heavy  rain 
and  results  in  minute  particles  of  rock  being  scoured  fron  places  not  normally 
reached  by  the  water  underground. 

During  the  year  the  various  water  authorities  in  Carmarthenshire  held  a 
nuribcr  of  npctings  to  prepare  plans  for  the  sotting  up  of  a Carmarthenshire 
Provisional  Management  Unit  in  readiness  for  Reorganisation  in  1974. 

The  water  fron  Llandyfan  source  is  regularly  examined  to  ascertain  its 
quality  and  a recent  report  is  set  out  below:  —

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"This  was  an  almost  neutral,  moderately  hard  water*  Its  organic  condition  was 
excellent  and  free don  fron  aninal  and  vegetable  pollution  was  denoted* 

The  balance  of  the  water  was  such  that  it  should  not  be  significantly 
aggressive  to  metals.  Fron  a chemical  point  of  view  this  was  a satisfactory  water 
for  public  supply. 

DRAINA&E  MD  SECTRA&E 

The  sewers  of  the  Town  are  combined,  taking  both  sewage  and  surface  water. 

The  sewers  serve  the  whole  town  with  the  exception  of  15  properties  in  Carmarthen 
Road  and  Nantyrhibo  areas.  The  sewers  are  constructed  in  stoneware  pipes  and 
culverts,  the  treatment  being  carried  out  at  the  Joint  Sewa ge  Works  at  Ffairfach. 
Where  properties  have  septic  tanks,  these  tanks  are  emptied  free  of  charge  by  the 
Local  Authority. 

Consideration  was  given  to  the  sewering  of  the  Northern  part  of  the  Urban 
District,  at  present  undeveloped,  but,  if  provided  with  adequate  sewers  would 
allow  for  considerable  expansion  of  the  Town.  Consultants  were  engaged  to  prepare 
a scheme  but  progress  was  halted  because  no  information  could  be  obtained  about 
the  line  of  the  proposed  Northern  by-pass  of  the  Town.  This  by— pass  could  have 
a limiting  effect  on  any  development  of  the  area  but  information  on  the  proposed 
line  appears  to  be  unobtainable  from  any  source. 

97  visits  were  made  during  the  year  for  the  purpose  of  testing  drainage, 
investigating  complaints  etc. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  collection  of  refuse  in  the  district  operated  satisfactorily  and  no 
serious  problems  were  encountered.  As  I have  mentioned  in  previous  reports,  the 
residents  have  completely  accepted  the  plastic  sack  system,  and  I am  sure  now- 
regard  it  as  the  "normal  method"  of  refuse  collection.  However,  with  the  impending 
local  government  rcorganisa,tion  where  five  local  authorities  are  involved  it  will 
be  of  interest  to  learn  the  method  of  refuse  collection  to  be  generally  adopted. 

Only  two  of  the  authorities  operate  a sack  system. 

Tra.de  refuse  is  collected  once  each  week  and  a charge  is  made  for  this  service. 

Special  arrangements  are  made  for  the  collection  of  bulky  items  of  house 
refuse,  and  as  this  service  is  free  it  undoubtedly  helps  to  prevent  the 
indiscriminate  dumping  of  large  items  on  vacant  land  and  in  ditches.  Some  members 
of  the  public,  however,  persist  in  indiscriminate  dumping  although  it  is  widely 
known  that  a free  collection  service  is  provided. 

Although  the  tip  is  now  more  secure  than  it  has  been  in  the  past, 
unauthorised  tipping  still  continues  to  a certain  degree.  The  tip  is  still  not 
operated  in  a controlled  manner  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  situation  will  be 
remedied  with  the  advent  of  the  new  district  council. 
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Flies  were  a nuisance  riming  the  wain  weather,  and  were  very  difficult  to 
control  in  spite  of  regular  spraying.  Properly  controlled  tipping  is  the  only 
answer  to  nuisances  from  flies  and  fires  but  as  I have  mentioned  in  previous  reports 
unt.i  1 reorganisation  cones  about  it  will  not  be  possible  to  carry  out  any 
nethod  other  than  crude  tipping  because  of  financial  and  manpower  limitations#

The  tip  was  again  infested  and  was  difficult  to  deal  with  because  of  the 
uncontrolled  nature  of  tho  tip, 

A treatment  of  tho  sewers  in  the  Town  was  carried  out  for  the  Council  by 
a Pest  Control  Company. 

The  tip  was  infested  with  flies  on  numerous  occasions,  and  y/hilo  a spraying 
treatment  was  carried  out,  the  method  of  tipping  made  adequate  insect  control 
extremely  difficult# 

Two  houses  became  infested  with  Spider  Beetles,  the  first  infestation  by 
this  insect  experienced  in  the  district.  Eradication  measures  were  commenced 
but  had  not  been  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year# 


FOOD  AND  FOOD  HYG-IENE » 

Although  the  district  is  very  small,  a considerable  amount  of  catering  is 
carried  on  at  several  establishments  and  the  fact  that  no  incidents  of  food 
poisoning  were  reported  is  very  gratifying# 

This  does  not  mean  that  vigilance  should  be  relaxed#  There  is  no  doubt 
that  there  should  be  as  much  concern  shewn  by  housewives  regarding  maintaining 
good  hygiene  practices  in  the  domestic  kitchen  as  there  must  bo  numerous 
instances  of  "upset  stomachs"  which  are  not  reported  but  y/hich  could  probably 
be  food  poisoning  and  which  could  occur  at  heme#

The  total  number  of  premises  registered  under  the  Act  is  46  and  the 
number  of  persons  employed  in  these  premises  was  225  comprising  107  males 
and  118  females. 

Two  general  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year  and  13  other 
inspections  were  made  in  connection  with  works  being  undertaken  to  remedy 
contraventions  of  the  Act  at  various  premises. 

No  notifications  of  accidents  were  received. 

CARAVAN  SITES. 

There  are  two  licensed  Caravan  Sites  within  the  Urban  area,  one  site 
being  licensed  for  seven  caravans  and  the  other  for  one  caravan.  Both  sites 
are  residential  sites. 

The  conditions  of  the  licence  were  not  complied  with  in  respect  of  one  site 
and  the  legal  proceedings  commenced  in  1971  were  heard  during  the  year.  The 
licencee  was  found  guilty  on  8 counts  and  fined  a total  of  £80  with  £20  costs. 

In  addition  the  court  revoked  the  site  licence.  Following  the  court  hearing 
work  commenced  to  bring  the  site  up  to  the  standard  required. 


Twelve  licences  were  granted  for  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit. 

Two  inspections  were  made  to  licenced  premises  during  the  year. 

&ENERAL  ADMINISTRATION 

1972  brought  the  usual  number  of  Circulars,  Official  Reports,  and 
Memoranda  which,  together  with  the  extra  documents  of  Reorganisation  presented 
quite  a task  even  to  read  every  one. 

As  reorganisation  draws  nearer  the  impression  is  gained  that  the  man  in 
the  street  has  really  no  idea  of  the  effect  there  will  be  on  his  day  to  day 
problems.  Last  year  I mentioned  the  ready  access  to  the  Local  Authority  Officer 
which  in  a small  authority,  the  general  public  enjoy. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  by  the  very  nature  of  his  work  involving 
daily  contact  with  the  public  can  do  much  to  obviate  the  danger  cf  remoteness 
which  reorganisation  will  surely  bring. 
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
